Take seven 
pounds of tho cherries to five pounds 
of sugar, three tablespoonfuls each of 
cinnamon and cloves tied in a cloth 
and cooked in a pint of vinegar. Cook 
all together an hour and a half very 
slowly. 
Remove the bag of spices, If 
desired, before putting away. 
Cherry Olives.—Get the rich, dark, 
welMlavored cherries. To a pint of tha 
cherries left with the stems on add * 
cup each of water and vinegar; add a 
teaspoonful of salt and seal. They will 
be ready as an appetizer in two Weeks. 
Pickled Cherries.—Pit the desired 
quantity of cherries and cover over 
night with a good vinegar; in the 
morning drain and add an equal weight 
of sugar. 
Stir occasionally through 
the day, then set away in a cool cel­ 
lar, covered with a cloth and platfc. 
The vinegar may be sweetened and 
bottled for a summer drink. 
Cherries canned fresh are delicious. 
Add equal measures of fritted cherries 
and sugar, stir until the sugar is dis­ 
solved, can in sterile jars, seal and 
keep in a cold place. If you have room 
in the ice chest a few pints may be 
used most acceptably all through the 
hot weather, as a garnish for pudding 
and Ices.

even later than that on level ground. 
But in hilly sections the 
farmers 


doubtless are right in thinking there 
is too much loss from the manure 
crashing down the hillsides after the 
ground freezes, or on the snow. Then, 
too, in the North the snow is some- 
times too deep for hauling to be prac- 
ticable. 


Pit for Storing. 


Most literature on the subject of pit 


building for manure storage is based 
011 using concrete for material. While 
this will usually pay if capital is avail- 
able, many farmers feel they do not 
have the money to put into it. Fortu- 
nately there are other ways that will 
help greatly with little or no cash ex- 
pense. If a roof is already available 
under which to store the manure, the 
ground should be leveled, or, better, 
made to slope toward the center. Then, 
if the soil is sandy or loamy, the sur- 
face should be removed to a depth of 
sis; inches or so and the heaviest clay 
procurable put in. After spreading a 


loam is good if bedding is scarce. Do 
not use wood ashes, Inn coal ashes are. 
harmless if screened. Continue to xisc- 
enough loam to prevent any litiuiu 
from oozing from the pile, which 
should be kept level, moist and well 
tamped. Horse manure, unless mixed 
with that from cows or hogn, should 
be wetted thoroughly—but not enough 
to drain out—in order to keep it from 
heating, as heating causes a heavy 
loss. 


Keep Under Roof. 


If there is no roof under which to 


keep the manure, a cheap one should 
be built. 
This may be a one-slope, 


"lean-to" along the outside of the 
barn, a cheap shed with sides, or sim- 
ply four heavy, high posts on which 
a roof slides up or down according to 
the height of the manure—such as la 
used in some sections for outdoor hay- 
stacks.

Pit for Storing. 
Most literature on the subject of pit 
building for manure storage is based 
on using concrete for material. While 
this w*lll usually pay if capital is avail­ 
able, many farmers feel they do not 
have the money to put into it. Fortu­ 
nately there are other w’ays that w’ill 
help greatly with little or no cash ex­ 
pense. 
If a roof is already available 
under w’hich to store the manure, the 
ground should bo leveled, or, better, 
made to slope iroward the center. Then, 
If the soil is sandy or loamy, the sur­ 
face should be removed to a depth of 
six inches or so and the heaviest clay 
procurable put in. 
After spreading a 


enough loam to prevent any liquid 
from oozing from 
the pile, 
which 
should be kept level, nioi.st and w’ell 
tamped. 
Ilorso manure, unless mixed 
with that from cows or hogs, should 
be w’olt.Hl thoroughly—but not enough 
to drain out—in order to keep it from 
heaUng, as heating causes a heavy 
loss. 
Keep U nder Roof. 
If there is no roof under w’hich to 
keep the maninv, a cheap one should 
be built. 
This may bo a one>slope 
“lean-to” 
along the outside of tho 
barn, a cheap shed with sides, or sim­ 
ply four heavy, high posts on which 
a roof slides up or down according to 
the height of the manure—su(‘h as is 
used in some sections for outdoor hay­ 
stacks. 
If you cau’t do all these things, do 
what you can. It will h(ip you and tho 
country not only during the war but 
after the war.
